The  Forest  Seriice  personnel  as 
a whole  welcomes  the  exponent  and 
champion  of  Camp  and  Forest  int- 
erests, 1 The  LongleafJ-  and  axe 
proud' of  the  privilege  offered  to 
contribute  such  articles  as  we 
hope  will  bd  of  mutual  benefit  & 
interest  to  us  all. 


APALACHICOLA  PURCHASE  UNIT. 

The  Apalachicola  National  Forest 
located  in  Liberty  and  Franklin  C 
Counties  has  a soraetehat  unique 
history' due' to  the  faot  that  the 
land  upon  whioh  it  is  located-  has 
never  been  a part  of  the  Public  ' 
lands  of  the  United  States,  and 
has  therefore  never  been  surveyed 
by' the  General  Land  Office  , Dept, 
of’  Interior.  It  is  a part  of  what 
was  known  as  the  Forbes  Purchase 
which  oonsi'sted  of  1,200,600  acres 
extending' from  the  St. Marks  River' 
on  the  East  to  the  Apalachicola 
River  on  the  West,  and  from  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  to  a point  in  the 
Counties  of  Gadsden  and  Leon. 

From  the  area  have  been  carved  the 
counties  of  Franklin  and  Liberty, 
part  of' Wakulla  County,  part  of 
Gadsden  and  part  of  Leon  Counties. 

The  name  of  Forbes  purchase  was 
given  to  the  area,  Forbes  being 
the  surviving  partner  of ' the  firm 
of  Panton  Leslie  & Co. , afterward 
known  as  John  Forbes  & Company. 

The  commercial  house  of  Panton 
Leslie  & Company,  ah  English  tra- 
ding firm  with  a large  trade  in 
Florida  , Louisiana  and  elsewhere 
had  been  established  in  the  town 
of  St  Augustine, Florida  on  the 
East  Coast,  and  following  the 
Peace  Treaty  of  1783  the  firm  was 
licensed  by  the  King  of  Spain  to' 

continue  commercial  operations 
in  East  and  West  Florida  and  In 
Louisiana.  The'housec  operated 
successfully  for  a' number  of 
yearsi  and  to  the  entire  satis- 
faction of  the  Spanish  Authority 
and  established  trading  posts  at 
St. Marks,  Florida,  Apalachicola 
Florida' and  in  Louisiana. -

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In  later  years  it  had  been  met 
with  many  and  great  losses  thru 
depredations  of  the  Creek' Indians; 
as  well  as  the  Apalachicola  and 
Seminole  tribes,  who  under  the 
leadership  of  one,  Bowles,  a ren- 
egade white  man,  repeatedly  raided 
and  looted  the  trading  establislw 
ments  at  St. Marks  and  Apalach- 
icola, carrying  off  slaves, cattle, 
horses,  hogs  and  large  quantities 
btift|r§MnSi^cS®  on  one  of 
their  raids  went. so  far  as  to 
carry  off,  a valuable  ship 'loaded 
with  merchandise. 

In  1800,  after  panton  Leslie  & 
Co.  had  repeatedly  appealed'  for 
redress  to  five  successive  Gover- 
nors, 'the  Governor  General  'of  the 
state  of  Louisiana, the  Marquis  of 
Casa  Calvo,  estimated  the  losses 
of 'Panton  Leslie  & Company  as 
amounting . to'  $400, 000.00.  Unable  * 
to  get  any  financial  redress  from 
the  Spanish  Authority,  in  1799  the 
firm  made' application  to  his  Maj- 
esty the  King  of  Spain  for  author- 
ity to  purchase  from  the  Indians 
enough  land  to  satisy  these  claims. 
This  application  was  granted  and  ' 
after  negotiations  with  the  several 
tribes  a deed  of  cession  was' made 
conveying  the  tract' of  land' which 
contained  1,200,000  acres.  The 
deed  was  later  confirmed' by  a 
general' Council  by  the  Chiefs  of 
the  several  tribes  held  in  Pensa- 
cola' Florida  in  1806  in  the  pres- 
ence of  Governor  Folch  of  West  * 
Florida,  This  was  follows  by*  the 
cession  of  other' tracts, Including 
the' Sea  Islands  on  the' Coast,  The 
original  cession  was  confirmed  by 
the  Governor'  in  December  1806. 

In  1817  John  Forbes  applied  to 
the  Captain  General  of  Cuba  for 
permission  to  sell  the  lands  and 
formal  permission. was  given' to 
made  the  salei  After' the  occupancy 
of  Florida  by  the-Government  of 
the  United  States  in  1820  the 
holders  of  the  title  applied  to 
the  land  office  of  the  United 
States  for  confirmation  of  their

-title  and  later  a suit  in  equity 
was  brought  in  the  United  States 
Court  of  Middle  Florida  by  Colin 
.Mitchell  and  others,  against -the. 
United  States  , -they  being- the 
successors  of  John  Forbes  and  Co.

Verdict  against  -the  Plaintiffs  and 
accordingly  and  accordingly  an 
appeal '•  was  taken  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  of  the  United  State  s.-.
